THIS EMPIRE 


‘This British Empire-—per- 
haps we should have said 
simply “Commonwealth,” 
without any mention even 
of British—is a strange busi- 
ness, all the more strange as 
time goes on. In the "“Sun- 
day Herald” that experienc- 
ed politician and diplomatist, 
Sir Alfred Duff Cooper, pro- 
pounded a theorem difficult 
to contest if you are an ob- 
jective observer, that this 
Joose but coherent organisa- 
tion of peoples was formed 
neither by Great Britain's 
imperialist greed nor by its 
wish to further its principles 
of justice and democracy, 
The vast congregation of 
peoples, he argued, came to- 
gether largely by chance be- 
cause the United Kingdom, 
a great trading nation, mov- 
ed its troops and judiciary 
into various parts of the 
world primarily and solely 
to safeguard its commercial 
interests by providing stable 
and peaceful conditions. . 


The rest followed later as |- 


a logical result: governors 
and civil services and mili- 
tary bases. To anyone who 
has gone to the trouble to 
discover the facts, this 
sounds like an impartial and 
owledgea' summing-up 
of the position. Some Bri- 
tish nabobs may indeed have 
bled their provinces dry;

honourable . administrations,

third and twenty-seventh"of De- 
ecember, During our largest air- 
borne opcration, known as Varsity, 
in su rt of Montgomery’s cross- 
ing North of the Rhineon March 
24, 1945, 1,025 alrplane and 1,348 
glider sortics carried into battle 
more thnn 22,000 troops ond al- 
most 5,000,000 pounds of cquip- 
ment. The airplane became also 
a most valuable means of obtain- 
ing information of the enemy, not 
only at his major bases but along 
the actual battle front. Airplane 
photography searched out even 
minute details of ‘defensive ond 
offensive prganisation and our 
techniques ‘were developed to the 
point that information so derived 
was available to our troops within 
a matter of hours.
